Regarding independent claims 1, 14, 19, 25 and 38; 

The closest prior art of record Chaney et al., US 5,515,106, discloses a system 
which transmits a master program guide and a special program guide to a receiver, 
where the master program guide consists of programming for a couple of hours and 
where the special program guide consists of programming for a number of days, where 
both guides are generated by a scheduler. However, Chaney does not disclose 
broadcasting/generating a master guide of program information, where a basic guide of 
program information is assembled by extracting items of all programs from the master 
guide, and transmitting both guides simultaneously to a receiver, where the special 
guide is displayed prior to completion of receipt of the master guide.
